The second primary today came as 
the climax to a campaign which, by 
reason’ of the long lead of Mr. Blease 
in the first primary, two weeks ago, 
and the appareht upset in the predic- 
tions of many of the political observers, 
takes rank as 8ne of the most excit- 
ing in the history of the state. In the 
first primary, in which Robert A. Coop- 
er, of Laurens; John T.. Duncan and J. 
M. Deschamps, of Columbia, were can- 
didates, with the two who ran today, 
Mr. Blease ran some 24,000 votes ahead 
of Governor Manning, but lacked more 
than 8,000 of the majority required for 
election.

| The foregoing results show beyond all doubt that Mr. Dorsey 
is not only assured of the nomination on the first ballot in the 
convention, with plenty of votes to spare, but that he has piled up

SPAIN MUST MAKE CHOICE 
BETWEEN BELLIGERENTS 


Paris, September 12.—Spain must de- 
cide in favor of one or other of the 
groups of belligerents.in the opinion 
of Antonio Maura, former premier and 
leader of the conservative party, ac- 
cording to news dispatches from Madrid 
quoting an address delivered by Senor 
Maura.

Physicians Say Visits Excite’! 


Mrs. Howe—Wilson Returns 
to Shadow Lawn Today. 


New London, Septembér 12.—Presi- 
dent Wilson decided tonight to return 
to his summer home, Shadow Lawn, 
Long Branch, N. J., tomorrow morn- 
ing. He was advised by physicians at- 
tending his sister, Mrs. Annie E. Howe, 
who is critically ill here, and constant- 
ly under the influence of Opiates, that 
she might linger in her present condi- 
tion for ‘several days. 

The president, it was 
Plans to return here if 
definite turn for the worse 
Howe's condition. 

The president expects to'‘leave here 
on the yacht Mayflower. No definite 
hour has been set for his departure. 
Mrs. Wilson will accompany him. 

After a consultation with Dr. H. M. 
Lee, Dr. Edward P. Davis, of Phila- 
delphia, tonight issued the following 
statement: 

“Mrs. Howe’s physicians have ad- 
vised the president that she will no 
longer be able to recognize him clearly 
or comprehend his visits, as she must 
be kept almost constantly under the 
influence of opiates. While Mrs. Howe 
cannot recover, her life may continue 
for several days or more, and, in view 
of these facts and the urgent duties de- 
volving upon the president, the phy- 
spicians have advise@ "tm to remain no 
longer. It is the. president’s intention 
to join Mrs. Howe’s children at the 
earliest possible moment when the end 
of her illness comes. In her weak con- 
dition, the visits of relatives and 
friends ‘so excite her that from now on 
no one will be allowed to converse 
with her.” 

Soon before Dr. Davis gave out his 
statement he and Dr. Lee joined in 
the following bulletin on Mrs. Howe's 
condition:

BRITAIN VIOLATES 
US, NEUTRALITY 


Steamer Cebu Is Held Up 
and Searched in Philippine 


W aters— Washington to! 


Make Vigorous Protest. 


Washington, Seprember 12.—Violation 
of American neutrality by a British tor- 
pedo boat, which held up and examined 
the Philippine steamer Cebu within the 
territorial waters of the Philippines, 
was reported to the war department 
today by Governor General Harrison. 
The dispatch immediately was trans- 
mitted to the state department, and 
will be made the subject of a vigorous 
protest to Great Britain. 

The incident occurred yesterday, one 
mile and a half off Carabao island. Ac- 
cording to the report of the steamer’s 
master, Lieutenant Bailes, commanding 
H. M. S. destroyer No. 2, boarded the 
Cebu, made inquiries about her passen- 
gers and took both the ship’s manifest 
and her passenger list. Apparently, the 
officer was searching for a man named 
Bady, who was not found. 

On releasing the Cebu, the lieutenant 
made this note on her log: “Boarded 
at 3:50 a. m., 9-11-16, and examined 
and passed.” 

There ha’s been more than one com- 
plaint about the activity of the Brit- 
ish vessels around the Philippines, and, 
while Governor General Harrison’s re- 
port furnishes the basis for a specific 
protest, it is probable that Great Britain 
will be called upon to restrict the op- 
erations of her patrolling squadron gen- 
erally in and near the territorial waters 
of the island. 

In order that there might be no mis- 
take about where the Cebu was at 
the time she was heid up, her exact 
position was given by the master as 
follows: 

Latitude 14 degrees, 16 minutes; lon- 
gitude 120 degrees, 35 minutes, or one 
and a half miles from Carabao island.

New London, Conn., September 12.—

All troops assigned 
to this task are placed under hfs con- 
trol, making possible the distribution 
of reserves and the employment of all 
the means of war to the best advan- 
tage under a unified plan. - 

The appointment of Prince Rupprecht 
was effective before the latest visit of 
an Associated Press correspondent to 
Bapaume last week, but the news could 
not be cabled until the announcement 
in the official army headquarters’ re- 
port of today, which reveals a gen- 
eral rearrangement of commands, 
brought about by the appointment of 
Field Marshal von Hindeaburg as chief 
of staff. 

The new order divides the western 
front. into three sectors, and assigns 
these to three princely commanders, 
who, regardless of reasons of policy 
which dictated their appointments tv 
command of armies at the beginning 
of the war, have won their spurs by 
the successful conduct of operations. 
They are regarded here as generals of 
experience and distinction.

NEW WAR LOAN ASKED 
BY FRENCH GOVERNMENT 


Paris, September 12.—The chamber of 
deputies reassembled today. Premier 
Briand said that on Thursday the gov- 
ernment would make a declaration in 
regard to the diplomatic situation. 

Finance Minister Ribot introduced in 
the chamber the bill for the new war 
loan, accompanying it with a memoran- 
dum in which he said: 

“The time has come to appeal to the 
country for a second loan of 5 per cents 
for national defense, similar to the loan 
of 1915. The former issue was made 
at 87.25. The price on the bourse has 
always been above the price of emis- 
sion and now stands at 90, with the next 


coupon period beginning from August 
last; that is, it is about 3 points above 
the issue price.” 

M. Ribot then explained that the pre- 
vious 5 per cents, but not the govern- 
ment 3s, will be accepted in ex- 
change for the new loan, which will be 
non-taxable, and will be redeemable 


after January 1, 1931. 

Paul Dechanel, president of the 
chamber, opened the sitting with an 
eloquent tribute to Rumania, which he 
called the preserver of the ancient Ro- 
man ideas of justice. The entire house 
arose to its feet and cheered. A. E. 
Lahovary, the Rumanian minister, 
bowed his acknowledgments repeatedly 
amid tumultous demonstrations. 

The feeling of parliament today ap- 
peared to be in singular contrast with 
that on previous openings since the 
beginning of the war. Complete con- 
fidence in the trend of military affairs 
seems to have replaced certain currents 
of criticism which hitherto had affected 
minority parties. 

Premier Briand has decided that one 
dav each week shall be set aside for 
cabinet members to reply to interpella- 
tions on the conduct of affairs.

THE MAINE ELECTION. 


It is difficult to see wherein. the repub- 
lican party can find cause for any great 
elation over the outcome of the Maine elec- 
tion. The normal republican majority in 
that state runs to 15,000 and considerably 
over. The party, therefore, in a majority of 
13,000 or less, has fallen heavily short of 
what it has had every right to expect in a 
normal year. They were naturally expecting 
the normal majority of anywhere from 
15,000 to 18,000. They had forecast and 
predicted it. They missed it by a big figure. 

Under these circumstances there is noth- 
ing disheartening from a democratic stand- 
point in the Maine result. The democracy 
would, of course, have enjoyed seeing it go 
democratic as it did four years ago, by the 
small majority of 2,620. 

But it must be remembered that four 
years ago there wag a split not only as be- 
tween republicans and progressives, but a 
division that weaned many straight repub- 
licans from Taft to Roosevelt. It was a split 
almost half in two. This naturally upset a 
traditional and long-established republican 
majority and gave the state to the demo- 
crats. 

Thig year the most strenuous efforts 
were made to get the progressives back 
into the republican ranks. But, with all the 
cajoling, with all the argument and with all 
the persuasion, they fell far short of get- 
ting them back into line for an old-time, 
Maine republican majority. 

The result of the Maine elections un- 
doubtedly shows that many of the progres- 
gives returned to the republican ranks, 
where four years ago they voted with the 
democrats. But if the reconciliation be- 
tween progressives and republicans had been 
complete, Maine would have done far bet- 
ter by the party than she did. 

In the failure of the Maine progressives 
to completely return to their republican al- 
legiance; there may be found more of demo- 
cratic encouragement than ig apparent on 
the surface, and certainly more than the 
republican campaign committee will permit 
to get by, if they can succeed in conceal- 
ing it. 

For, if the same proportion of progres- 
sive defection is shown in the doubtful 
gtates of New York, Indiana, Connecticut, 
New Jersey and others, it will certainly 
mean democratic success in those states, 
and democratic ‘victory in the November 
electicns. 

Thus there are two sides to the Maine 
story. From one of them the republicans 
will attempt to gather undue cheer and en- 
couragement. That’s all right as far as it 
goes, but they didn’t go far enough. The 
pendulum swung only half way back. 

The certain and inevitable conclusion is 
that the progressives have been pacificated 
in part only. Not all of them by any means 
have swallowed the bitter Chicago pill; nor 
will they. 

Maine was never considered a close 
_Btate; only a revolution in republican ranks 
turned it four years ago. But there are close 
states in which a few votes one way or an- 
other mean much. 

It is with reference to these close states 
that the Maine result is most significant. 
It igs evident the progressives are stil! split, 
‘and a progressive split means democratic 
success. 

We are moving forward to it in Novem- 
ber with confidence that the close states, 
usually marked in the “doubtful” column, 
will name democratic electors. 


THE NEW SHIPPING BILL. 


The new shipping bill, recently enacted 
by congress and approved by President 
‘Wilson, marks the one distinctive and defi- 
nite step taken in the last half century, 
looking to the restoration of the American 
flag to the high seas. 

In a statement relative to the new ship- 
ping measure, published in The Constitu- 
tion today, Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
-Adoo shows wherein the $50,000,000 turned 
over to the shipping board for the purpose 


of purchasing and constructing ships, suit-. 


_gble for naval auxiliaries, will not only pro- 


“induce the development of superior types 
of merchant vessels to any now in exist- 
ence,” and, in addition to that, will “pro- 
vide a part of that indispensable naval 
auxiliary merchant marine, without which 
the great navy we are going to build would 
be ineffective in case of war.” 

The clash of opposing views in congress 
has resulted in finally bringing out a splen- 
did law which is going to do the three im- 
portant things aimed at: First, the restora- 
tion of the American merchane marine; 
second, make provision for a naval auxiliary 
fleet, and, finally, fully protect private ship- 
ping interests against any competition that 
would in anywise hamper or cripple them. 

The new vessels built or purchased un- 
der this law are to be leased or sold to pri- 
vate interests by the shipping board, the 
federal government retaining only the right 
to repossess itself of them whenever they 
are needed for naval or military purposes. 
The federal government possesses the right 
now, in case of emergency, to seize any 
vessel needed in time of war. Therefore, 
such a reservation could not in any way 
affect the interests of the parties to whom 
the vessels were leased or sold. 

An important feature of the measure 
confers the power upon the shipping board 
to establish steamship lines to South Amer- 
ica and other countries, provided there is no 
interference thereby with private enterprise 
in the shipping field. In fact, even in the 
matter of traffic with South America, where 
we are most in need of transportation facil- 
ities, all the advantage is on the side of 


operate these lines on terms “fair to the 
public and advantageous to American com- 
merce,” if it will; and if there be no unfair- 
ness or disadvantage, then the shipping 
board must retire in private capital’s favor. 

It would have been impossible to devise 
a better plan to bring about the restoration 
of the American flag to the seas. Done 
through and with the sanction of the gov- 
ernment, it is to be done in such a way that, 
while the government is protected in the 
matter of naval auxiliaries, private capital 
has it within its power to continue to con- 
trol the entire mercantile shipping situa- 
tion, with even far less restraint than is to- 
day imposed upon the railroads of the 
country, in the matter of their dealings with 
the shipping public. 

It is unquestionably a remarkable meas- 
ure, one even above carping republican crit- 
icism. It does fairly and justly what the 
republican party in all of its long official 
career never attempted, and never would 
have attempted. 

It ig another one of those pieces of con- 
structive legislation which distinguishes the 
Wilson administration above its predeces- 
sors for the substantial building of nation- 
wide prosperity.

It is believed that in the Southeastern 
fair grounds Atlanta has an asset which is 
second to none other in her possession. The 
Auditorium may have done more for the 
city, but it had the advantage of an earlier 
start. Now it will be a race between them 
perhaps for several years, and then, as it 
grows greater, the influence of the South- 
eastern fair. 

This gathering is called purely and sim- 
ply for the purpose of affording opportunity 
for inspection to those most interested; 
there will be no call for or even suggestion 
of subscriptions; it will be more nearly in 
the nature of declaring a dividend. 

Although this is the first annual exhibi- 
tion by the Southeastern Fair association, it 
is going to be one of the best and most com- 
plete ever brought together by any similar 
organization in the country. It is going to 
be one regarding which visitors to Atlanta 
will carry away pleasant memories and will 
want to come again. 

That is what fair association officials 
have tried to make of it, and the indications 
are that they have succeeded. They want 
every stockholder to go and see. Thursday’s 
meeting should be attended by every stock- 
holder of the fair association. It will help 
in the ultimate success of the enterprise.

Shipping Bill to Result 
In Restoration of American 
Flag to the High Seas 


In reference to the signing of the shipping 
bill by President Wilson, Secretary of the 
Treasury W. G. McAdoo says: 

“The president’s approval of the shipping 
bill marks the only genuine and definite step 
forward that we have taken in a half cen- 
tury for the restoration of the American 
flag to the high seas. If this bill created a 
shipping board alone, with sufficient power, 
at is does, to protect American shipping 
against the unfair, and, in times past, cut- 
throat practices of foreign shipping trusts 
and combinations, it would be a cause for 
congratulations. No longer can a combina- 
tion of foreign and domestic ship owners 
destroy independent competition under the 
American flag on the high seas through the 
practice of ‘tighting ships,’ because it is out- 
lawed by the present act. The American in- 
vestor can now enter the shipping business 
with the assurance of protection against un- 
fair practices and with the knowledge that 
he has a powerful government board to 
which he can appeai to redress wrongs. Like- 
wise, the American shipper and the Amer- 


ican producer are assured of protection 
against many unfair and discriminatory 
practices and extortions to which they have 
been subjected in past years. 

“The shipping board has not the wide 
powers of the British board of trade—I wish 
it had—but, at least, it has ample power to 
protect and to help incalculably, not only 
the American shipper and the American ship 
owner, but, as well, American commerce upon 
the high seas. 


“I believe that the bill will also benefit 
American shipyards, because the more we 
build up an American merchant marine, the 
greater will be the profitable growth of the 
American Ship-building industry. 


$50,000,000 for Merchant Ships. 


“The bill gives the shipping board $50,- 
000,000 for the purpose of constructing and 
purchasing merchant ships suitable for naval 
auxiliaries and for the commerce of the 
United States. Most of these vessels will 
undoubtedly be built in American shipyards. 
American navy yards will also aid. It is 
not expected that $50,000,000 will create a 
sufficient American merchant marine, but 
this money can be so wisely expended by the 
shipping board‘ as to greatly stimulate ship- 
building in this country; to induce the de- 
velopment of Superior types of merchant ves- 
sels to any now in existence and to provide 
a part of that indispensable naval auxiliary 
merchant marine,, without which the great 
navy we are going to build would be inef- 
fective in case of war. 

“The bill gives the board the power to 
lease or sell to American citizens the ships 
built with the $50,000,000 appropriation, re- 
taining in the government the right to re- 
possess itself of these ships under fair con- 
ditions whenever they are needed for naval 
Or military purposes, 

“The bill also gives the shipping board 
power to establish lines of Steamships to 
South America and other places under con- 
ditions that do not interfere with private 
enterprise inthe shipping field. In fact private 
enterprise is so carefully conserved by this 
bill that the board is first required to give 
private capital, through competitive bids, op- 
portunity of operating upon terms and con- 
ditions to be fixed by the board any lines 
which the board may propose to establish. 
“If private capital wants to operate such 
lines on terms that are fair to the public and 
advantageous to American commerce, the 
board can permit such private operation; 
otherwise, the board itself may operate such 
lines; but the bill provides such operation 
shall not continue for a longer period than 


five years after the close of the Kuropean 
war. 


Eeffeet on Foreign Trade. 


“No student of our past history and no 
man with any vision of the future can fail 
to see the imperative necessity of our gov- 
ernment doing whatever may be possible to 
open up and enlarge our foreign trade 
throughout the world and particularly with 
South and Central America and the Orient. 
The Monroe Doctrine, by preserving the inde- 
pendence and integrity of the South and Cen- 
tral American republics, has made them the 
most independent open market in the world 
today. The open door in the Orient is not 
wide open to American commerce and enter- 
prise; the open door to South and Central 
America is wide open to American commerce 
and enterprise if we have the energy and 
intelligence to enter. Outside of Latin Amer- 
ica and the Orient almost all of the remain- 
der of the world is under the control, as 
colonies, of the great European powers, and 
our commerce will not have as fair play in 
these colonized areas as it will have in the 
ports of the free peoples of the world. The 
expansion of our foreign commerce is of 
paramount importance to our prosperity and 
welfare as a people. A certain way to make 
commerce grow. is to maintain the necessary 
agencies of transportation on the high seas 
under the American flag. Let us have a 
merchant marine under the American flag 
through private capital if we can get it, 
and let us always encourage private capital 
by every reasonable means to provide such 
a merchant marine. The field is wide, oppor- 
tunities are great, and our capitalists are as- 
sured far greater protection for merchant 
marine investments today than ever before 
in their history, as they will come to know 
when they have studied this law and under- 
stand it; but if we can not get a merchant 
marine under the American flag through pri- 
vate enterprise we must as a nation provide 
and maintain it under our own flag, be- 
cause it is essential to the protection and 
welfare, if not to the very life, of the nation 
itself. 

“I am sure that the new shipping bill will 
vindicate itself as thoroughly, and command 
in the same high degree the approval of the 
American people, as the federal reserve act 
has vindicated itself and earned the approval 
of the American people. Only three years ago 
the present federal reserve act was being de- 
nounced in unmeasured terms by selfish in- 
terests throughout the country. Today even 
its former opponents admit the great virtues 
of this legislation. The shipping bill will 
have the same experience.”

The “Iron Gates” 
Of the Danube 


Washington, September 12.— (Special.)— 
The Iron Gates, the last great defile 
of the Danube in its course to the Black 
sea, and the first point at which the Aus- 
trians launched an offensive against their 
new enemies, the Rumanians, is described 
in the following war geography bulletin 
which the National Geographic society issued 
today: aie 
“Contrary to the general belief of readers 
to whom the term ‘Iron Gates of the Danube’ 
is familiar, this famous defile of the chief 
waterway of Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria 
and Serbia, does not derive its name from 
precipitous walls of rock through which the 
waters dash in a narrow channel, as at the 
Kazan defile, but from the dangerous boul- 
ders that fairly litter the river bed for a 
distance of nearly two miles, beginning at 
the once strongly fortified island of Ada 
Kaleh, which was captured by Hungary in 
1878 and is still inhabited by a picturesque 
colony of 500 Turks. Opposite this island, 
on the left bank of the Danube and at the 
mouth of the inconsequential Bachna river, 
which here forms the Hungarian-Rumanian 
boundary, is the attractive little Rumanian 
customs village of Verciorova on the Buda- 
pest-Bucharest railway, 237 miles west of the 
latter city. 

“It was not until 1890 that work was be- 
gun in a definite and comprehensive man- 
ner to rid the Iron Gates of some of its dan- 
gers to navigation. In that year a Hun- 
garian engineering company undertook the 
task of removing nearly a million and &@ 
quarter cubic yards of stone from the wa- 
ter course. Eight years after the enterprise 
was inaugurated the canal which had been 
hewn from the solid rock of the Serbian side 
of the river was ready to be thrown open to 
the steamers which ply the Danube from 
Budapest to the Black sea. The canal was 
designed to provide a year-round channel 
ten feet deep, whereas the original course 
of the river was not navigable for more 
than nine months out of every twelve. 

“The opening of the waterway was the 
occasion for a great celebration in which 
three monarchs participated—lLEmperor Fran- 
cis Joseph of Austria-Hungary, King Alex- 
ander of Serbia and King Carol (Charles IL.) 
of Rumania. The festivities of the day were 
somewhat marred by the discovery that the 
current through the canal was so swift that 
while steamers could rush through it in 
their downward journey they could not 
make the trip upward, so that the old river 
course had to be used for the westward- 
bound traffic. 

“When the water is high the rocks of the 
Iron Gates are completely submerged, but 
they are only a few feet beneath the sur- 
face and the boiling, churning waves pre- 
sent a terrifying sight to the timid passen- 
ger as his steamer fights its way to the 
calmer reaches in the vicinity of Orsova (pro- 
nounced Orshova), the first town in Hunga- 
rian territory, five miles above the rapids 
and a ten-hour journey by boat below Bel- 
grade, the peace-times capital of Serbia. 

“Instead of the gloomy gorge which most 
travelers expect to find, the banks on each 
side of the Iron Gates present a beautiful 
picture of gently sloping hills, bountifully 
wooded. In the early summer these woods 
are a fairyland of flowers and the winds are 
fairly weighted with the fragrance of wild 
blossems,in countless variety, while a short 
distance from the river the huntsman finds 
deer, wild boar, bear and other games in 
abundance. Enhancing the charm of the 
seene are the songs of myriad birds which 
make their home in the forests. 

“As the river progresses eastward into 
Rumania the wooded hills disappear and are 
succeeded by barren sand ridges.”

Mussels Scarcer. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

The rapid decrease in the number of mus- 
sels, once so abundant in the rivers of In- 
diana, is so appreciable that it is now a sub- 
ject of serious alarm. The demand for the 
shells of fresh water mussels for the manu- 
facture of buttons bids fair to exterminate 
this shell fish in many localities in the cen- 
tral west. The fresh water mussel] of the 
Mississippi basin is of the genus Unio mar- 
garitifera. There are several hundred spe- 
cies of mussels, many of which are found in 
Europe and many in this country. Some of 
the genus unio produce fine pearls and of 
these many valuable ones have been found 
by the pearl fishers of the Ohio and the 
lower Wabash. It is well known that pearls 
which are a form of carbonate of lime, re- 
quire light and air to retain their luster 
and when laid away in the dark for any 
length of time may not only become dim 
but may fall into powder. 

Many of the pearls worn by the Romans 
were obtained in Britain. Suetonius says 
pearis were a chief inducement of the ex- 
pedition of Julius Caesar to that country. 
They are still found in the mussels of Scotch 
and Welsh rivers. It is set forth that this 
bivalve mollusk, which abounds in the salt 
waters of Europe is edible. In New Eng- 
land sea water mussels are sometimes eaten, 
but in many cases their use as food is 
lowed by severe sickness. 


Turnu Severin—Where the 
Bulgars First Struck Rumania 


Washington, September 2.—(Special.)— 
Turnu Severin, the first town in Ru- 
mania to receive a baptism of iron after hos- 
tilities were declared between that country 
and Austria-Hungary, is described by the 
National Geographic society in a bulletin is- 
sued today from Washington: 

“It is an eleven-mile voyage down the 
Danube from the international boundary line 
at Verciorova to a point opposite Turnu 
Severin upon which Austrian monitors open- 
ed fire two days after the declarataion of 
war. This busy Rumanian town of 8,000 in- 
habitants, pleasantly situated on high ground 
and partly hidden from the river by trees, has 
important shipyards and repair shops for the 
Danube Steamship Navigation company, and 
is a center of trade in petroleum, cereals and 
preserved meats. It is supposed to derive 
its name from the ruins of an old tower in 
the vicinity which is said to have been built 
in commemoration of one of the victories of 
the Roman emperor, Serverus. 

“It was at Turnu Severin that the late 
King Charles 1., who died only a few weeks 
after the outbreak of the European war in 
1914, first landed on Rumanian svil in May, 
1866, and was hailed by the populace as the 
successor to their first prince, Colonel Cuza, 
who, as Alexandru John IL., had been forced 
to abdicate a short time previously. Charles 
was the second son of Prince Charles Antony 
of Hohenzollern-Simaringen, and at the time 
his name was submitted to the people of 
Rumania (he was chosen by a vote of 685,- 
969 to 224) was an officer in the Prussian 
army. As the king of Prussia was pledged 
to support a native noble for the Rumanian 
principality Charles could not be espoused 
openly, but upon the advice of Bismarck he 
resigned his commission in the Prussian 
army and, under an assumed name and with a 
forged passport, made his way down the 
Danube into the country over which he was 
to rule most successfully, first as prince and 
later as king, for more than half a century. 

“A short distance below Turnu Severin is 
the little village of Kladova whieh in Roman 
times was known as Egeta, the station from 
which Trajan’s two roads of conquest diverg- 
ed, one up the banks of the Danube and 
the other striking north into Dacia. It 
was the latter road which necessitated the 
construction of the famous Trajan bridge 
across the Danube at this point, the argest 
in the Roman empire. How well thé great 
Damascus architect, Apollodorus, designed 
this structure is indicated by the fact that 
after more than 1890 years portions of some 
of its 20 stone piles described by the his- 
torian, Gibbon, are still to be seen, and per- 
haps it would have done service for centuries 
had it not been destroyed to prevent the 
invasion of the territory south of the river 
by the Goths. The remains of this famous 
work were not discovered until 1834, the 
honor of the finding being credited to Mi- 
chael Joseph Quin, who made a systematic 
search for the piers while accompanying the 
Hungarian road-builder, Count Szechenyi, on 
one of his journeys down the Danube. The 
stones which are now disclosed at low wa- 
ter, are the ruins of piers 145 feet high, 58 
feet broad and 163 feet apart. When the Ro- 
man sappers overthrew them to check the 


march of the barbarian enemy the mason- 
ry dammed the waters.”

AS a consequence the 
business men of the city are appealed to by 
Mr. Halsey to use part time services to as- 
sist in making places for those who are will- 
ing and competent to work. 


Grand Canyon Geology. 


(United States Geological Survey.) 

The walls of the Grand canyon in Arizona 
form a great natural geologic section in 
which each layer of rock is in its original 
position relative to those above and below it. 
In few other places, however, is the story of 
the upbuilding of the earth’s crust so plainly 
and impressively told. As a rule the geolo- 
gist who would decipher the records of the, 
rocks must get a bit here and bit there, 
He may find the edges of some beds exposed 
in a river bluff and others sticking out ona 
steep mountain side. He determines by fos- 
sils or other means the order in which the 
beds were deposited, and by putting all his in- 
formation together he constructs what he 
calls a columnar section for the district in 
which he is working—that is, a section show- 
ing the order, thickness and character of 
beds. Such a section discloses the strata 
that form the upper part of the earth’s crust 
at that place, just as a siice of layer cake 
shows at a glance the various layers of which 
it is composed. 

After a number of districts in a region 
have been studied and their: general colum- 
nar sections determined, the geologic history 
of the region can be learn by comparing 
these sections, just as the engineer who is 
drilling for low grade copper ores compares 
his drill records and thus learns the outlines 
of the ore body. Such a comparison of the 
beds at one place and another shows how 
certain beds change in character and thick- 
ness from place to place or even thin out and 
disappear. {t enables the geologist to draw 
some conclusions as to the former distribu- 
tion of land and sea, to distinguish the de- 
posits laid down in deep water from those 
spread by rivers over their flood plains, 
and to reconstruct in imagination the course

New Attacks Were Made 
North of the Somme on 
Line From the Town of 
Combles to the River. 


1,500 GERMANS CAPTURED 
IN THE FRENCH CHARGE 


So Vicious Was the French 
Thrust That the Germans 
Were Beaten in Half an 
Hour—Victory of French 
Menaces the Germans 
North of Peronne. 


Resuming their offensive to the 
north of the Somme river in France, 
the French forces have again smashed 
the German line, captured front line 
end other trenches and taken about 
1,500 prisoners. 

The new attacks, coming after sev-~- 
eral days of comparative calm in the 
region where for weeks past violent 
fighting had been in progress, were 
made on the front from the town of 
Combles to the river. So vicious was 
the thrust of the French that it re- 
quired only half an hour for them to 
overcome t@@ resistance of the Ger- 
mans and make themselves masters of 
2% miles of first line trenches. 

Later, east and southeast of 
Combles, they seized additional 
‘trenches along the Bethune-Peronne 
road, which leads from Peronne north- 
ward through Bapaume and Arras to 
Bethune, placing a serious impediment 
in the way of the Germans for the 
movement of their transport from the 
north to Peronne and making the 
French position north of Peronne 
seemingly a menacing one. 

On the British end of the front anda 
on the remainder of the line held by 
the French only mutual bombardments 
took place. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Attacks by the- Russians in east 
Galicia and on the lower Stokhod river 
in Russia have been repulsed by the 
Austro-German forces, according to 
Berlin and Vienna. Petrograd reports 
that in the Carpathians the Russians 
have captured several additional 
Strategic positions, but Vienna denies 
the assertion and declares that all at- 
tacks there were repulsed. 

The usual bombardments and small 
Skirmishes continue in the Austro- 
Italian theater. The Turks and Rus- 
Sians are still at grips in Asiatic Tur- 
key, with both sides Claiming suc- 
cesses,

FRENCH STORM 
GERMAN WORKS 
ON SOMME LINE 


Paris, September 12.—The French in- 
fantry started a vigorous offensive to- 
day along a front of six kilometers 
north of the Somme, from the Combles 
region to the river, and in half an hour 
took an entire first line of German 
trenches, says the official communica- 
tion issued tonight. 

Another portion of the French forces 
carried a system of trenches along the 
road from Bethune to Peronne. Pris- 
oners to the number of 1,500 had been 
taken when the report was filed. 

Elsewhere on the front there was 
only artillery activity. 

The text reads: 

“The battle continued today north of 
the Somme. Our infantry delivered a 
vigorous offensive on a six-kilometer 
front between the district south of 
Combles and _the river. The attack 
started at 12:30 in the afternoon and 
developed rapidly, thanks to the spirit 
of our troops, who in less than half 
an hour captured the whole of the first 
line German trenches. 

“Subsequently pushing eastward with 
the same vigor, we took successively 
Hill 145, Marrieres wood and the whole 
system of trenches as far as the Be- 
thune-Peronne road, which we now 
touch from the southern outskirts of 
Rancourt to the district south of Bou- 
chavesnes. Further south we pushed 
our lines on to Slope 76, west of Feuil- 
laucourt. 

' “Up to the present the tctal number 
of prisoners reaches 1,500. These in- 
clude numerous officers. 

“South of the Somme the artillery 
fighting was violent in various sec- 
tors without infantry action. There 
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was an intermittent cannonade on the 
remainder of the front.’ 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON BRITISH FRONT. 


London, September 12.—The follow- 
ing official statement was given out 
here today: 

“Yesterday evening our heavy ar- 
tillery caused two large conflagrations 
ine the enemy’s ammunition depot at 
Grandcourt. There was some hostile 
artillery activity during the night 
against our lines between Delville wood 
and Mouquet farm. Otherwise’ there 
were no developments.” 

The British official statement 
general headquarters tonight reads: 

“The general situation is unchanged. 
There was intermittent hostile shell- 
ing on the front south of the Ancre.

“Western theater: Crown £Prince 
Rupprechat, of Bavaria: On both sides 
of the Somme enemy attempts to make 
attacks generally were frustrated by 
our curtain of fire. In the Foureaux 
and Leuze woods the English fruitless- 
ly attempted to og ground by a hand 
grenade fight. The village of Ginchy 
fell into the hands of the enemy yes- 
terday (Sunday) morning. An artillery 
battle continues with violence.”

JAPAN EXPLAINS 
TO UNITED STATES 


That Her Demands Do Not 
Infringe Sovereignty of 
China and Are Not Counter 
to Root-Takahira Agree- 
ment. 


Washington, September 12.—The 
Japanese government has officially in- 
formed the United States, through Am- 
bassador Guthrie, that while it has 
made important demands on China in 
connection with the recent clash at 
Cheng Chiatun, there is nothing in the 
representations infringing on American 
interests by violating the open door, 
Chinese integrity or the Root-Takahira 
agreement. 

Whether the Washington govern- 
ment will accept these assurances as 
conclusive depends on the interpreta- 
tion which Japan places on her de- 
mands as her negotiations with China 
proceed. Officials here are uncertain 
as to Japan’s real intentions, though 
it was revealed today that in an in- 
quiry on the subject the Japanese for- 
eign office was notified that the de- 
mands had ‘greatly disturbed the 
American government.” 

Outline of Demands Confirmed. 

Ambassador Guthrie reported that 
the Japanese foreign minister con- 
firmed the outline of the demands 
‘printed in this coutnry as “approxi- 
mately true.” A similar confirmation 
from the Chinese government was re- 
ceived during the day through Ameri- 
can Minister Reinsch at Pekin. Of- 
_ ficials would not add to a state de- 
partment announcement summarizing 
these reports, but there was every in- 
dication that developments would be 
anxiously watched. It was pointed out 
that so far the entire negotiations 
were in a preliminary and indefinite 
stage. ‘ 

The Japanese demands, as outlined 
to Ambassador Guthrie by the foreign 
minister, seek apologies, indemnifica- 
tion and installation of Japanese mili- 
tary advisers throughout south Man- 
churia and eastern Mongolia and in 
the cadet school at Mukden, together 
with Japanese police wherever in those 
sections there are large Japanese set- 
tlements. These rights, throughout 
this whole territory with a population 
of nearly 8,000,000, are sought “to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such trouble” as 
the Cheng Chiatun incident, in which 
seventeen Japanese and fifty Chinese 
soldiers were killed. 

It is not the mere terms of the Japa- 
nese demands, however, which have 
been well established throughout, s0 
riuch as their real purpose, that has 
cuused ens ety here. If the recrudes- 
cence of Mongolian banditry in con- 
junction with a monarchist revolution 
has, as claimed, produced a condition 
of outlawry where Japanese lives are 
endangered, officials are said to be 
willing to admit that Japan is as much 
justified in having troops.-in those sec- 
j;liuns as the United States is in having 
| troops in Mexico. If, on the other 
: hand, it develops that Japan is mag- 
-nifying a small local disturbance into 
jan international complication to exact 
| political concessions, the United States 
‘is expected to object, holding that the 
‘beeen of China is being invaded. 


Jap Soldiers Were Prompt. 


In this connection officials note the 
'promptness with which the Japanese 
soldiers were on the scene and that the 
!fact that a few days later troops quick- 
ly appeared when a similar difficulty 
broke out at Chaoyanpo, 75 miles in- 
side the Mongolian border and far away 
from any railroad concession where 
their presence is authorized. 

While the acts of reparation demand- 
ed are thought very severe and are 
characterized by Pekin as humiliating, 
officials point out that this is a matter 
between China and Japan only. But the 
rights of police and military advisers 
are international., If Japan seeks 
merely an extension of extraterritorial 
rights, officials assert that all other 
countries under the “most favored na- 
tion’’ clause may do likewise. That 
merely would mean that all cases 
where a Japanese is a defendant would 
be tried by a Japanese court applying 
the local Chinese law. 

In case the demands are coupled 
with a “special rights’ clause, how- 
ever, as previously reported, it is point- 
(ed out that Japan will practically 
‘share with China theadministration of 
that whole section to the exclusion of 
all other powers. This probably would 
be interpreted here asa violation of the 
istatus quo as mutually guaranteed by 
| this country and Japan in the Root- 
Takahira agreement and a step toward 
the destruction of Chinese integrity. 

Secretary Lansing refused all com- 
iment today, even declining to indicate 
‘whether this government was satisfied 
{with the reports from Pekin and Tokio, 
or would seek further’ information. 
From what has been said before, how- 
‘ever, it is obvious that the United 
States will inquire further into the 
situation and follow developments 
/ with the closest scrutiny.

It was sixteen years ago today that 
ed ge, gee Mathewson pitched his 
first full game in the National league. 
The rookie from the Virginia league 
opposed the Cubs, and they landed on 
his delivery quite freely, Chicago win- 
ning by a score of 6 to 5.

He hadn’t progressed 
very far in the attempt when he was 
supplanted by John McGraw. Scrappy 
Jawn was never a fellow to be swayed 
a popular clamor, and he kept Big 
Six at the pitching. Matty’s 1902 rec- 
ord was thirteen won and eighteen 
lost. The next year McGraw’s wis- 
dom was demonstrated when Matty 
ran up a total of thirty victories and 
only thirteen defeats. From that time 
until last year the Giants had in 
Matty the most dependable hurler in 
captivity.

FLORIDA RIFLE 
MATCHES WILL BE 
HELD THIS YEAR 


Washington, September 12.—The an- 
nual national military and naval ri- 
fle matches at the Florida state range, 
which the war department has been 
urged to abandon this year because of 
the continued presence of the regular 
arm any national guard on the border 
and in Mexico, will ‘be held beginning 
October 20, “under conditions as nearly 
normal as practicable.” 

This announcement was made by 
Secretary Baker tonight after a con- 
ference with Secretary Daniels. Wheth- 
er any regular army unity’ will be able 
to participate is uncertain, but it is 
probable that the coast artillery com- 
panies remaining at their posts will be 
drawn on for the regiment of men need- 
ed to man the range and act as scorers. 
Heretofore infantrymen and cavalry- 
men have acted in that capacity. 

In ruling that the matches would be 
held, Secretary Baker said he was act- 
ing without speculation as to the re- 
turn of national guard*units from the 
border before October 20. He indi- 
cated, however, that the national guard 
representation probably would be far 
short of the usual allotment of one 
team from each state. Besides the 
army and guard, the navy, marine corps 
and military academies usually are rep- | 
resented at the matches. It is presum- 
ed that the number entered in the lat- 
ter classes will be at least as large as 
usual, though plans for the event have 
been in an indvfinite state pending a 
decision by the-:war department on 
army participation. 

The matches are held under auspices 
of the National Rifle Association of 
America, contingent upon authorization 
of the war and navy departments: for 
the attendance of military and naval 


units. 


AMERICANS IN SYRIA 
CLAMOR FOR RESCUE 


Washington, September 12.—Many 
telegrams requesting rescue of the 
Americans cut off in Syria were re- 
ceived at the state department today 
on publication of the fact that the 
cruiser Des Moines has been permitted 
by the allies to pass through the block- 
ade of Syria to take medicinal supplies 
to the starving population. It is un- 
derstood as many Americans as the 
cruiser can accommodate will be taken 
off, but it is pointed out that the Des 
Moines is one of the smallest cruisers.

Bears had control of the wheat mar- 
ket throughout the session, and were 
able to prevent any important rallies. 
In the last hour especially many hold- 
ings were sacrificed on automatic stop- 
408s Orders to sell. The failure of the 
Liverpool market to respond to yester- 
day’s advance here gave an unexpected 
advantage to the bears at the start, 
but selling did not assume unusual pro- 
portions until after dispatches were at 
hand telling of huge losses by the Bul- 
garians. The obvious inference was 
that the victory for the Anglo-French 
allies meant improved chances of the 
opening of the Dardanelles and r- 
haps implied the speedier establjish- 
ment of a rail route from Rumanian 
and Russian supplies to reach the Med- 
iterranean. 

Slackening of milling and export de- 
mand for wheat tended further to dis- 
courage the bulls.

Vision market downgrade. The weak- 
ness in grains found a decided handi- 
cap for the bulls.
